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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. Presence of titanium dioxide in the lining layer is 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is 
not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 
(CCPA1976). 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 contains an improper hybrid 
combination. The preamble is inconsistent with the claim body. The claim may 
begin with "a flexible respiring film composite comprising a polymeric film with a 
spatially ordered structure..." to conform with US Patent Practice. For purposes of 
clarity, it is suggested the phrase "a composite layer structure being bonded to a 
flexible respiring polymeric film" is added to make clear as to how the layers are 
arranged. 

With regard to claims 3-5, 7, 13, and 20, a broad range or limitation together 
with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the 
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same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set 
forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), 
as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. 
The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or 
doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 
131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex 
parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 3 
recites the broad recitation an organic structure, and the claim also recites 
"especially" of PET, PI or PA which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation.
